Journeyings Around Hawaii—No. 3.

Descrrrtion oF H11.0.—Hilo, when view- 

ed from a position two miles to the ndrth 

of the town, presents to the eye a land- 

scape which every painter must admire, 

bat which now, I think, I could fully fix on 

canvas. From-that point you overlook 

the harbor, the town, and the whole coun- 
try for many miles around. The ground 
gradually descends to the village, and then 
gently rises again, and stretches away in 
all directions, except toward the sea. On 
the right, this broad expanse of country 
terminates at the foot of Mauna Loo and 
Kea, distant thirty or forty miles, while 
in front, toward the district of Puna, it is 
lost in the dim distance. Nearly the 
whole of this region is covered with a dense 
tropical forest, with an impenetrable un- 
dergrowth of bamboo, giant ferns, ban. 
anas, weeds, grass, multitudes of parasitic 
plants, and trailing and hanging vines. 
On the left is the wide ocean, which winds 
around, within a long and thickly wooded 
promontory, into a broad beautiful bay, 
the shores of which are composed of the 
purest white sand, and are as regular and 
symmetrical as a crescent. Along the 
whole of this sandy beach, on both sides 
of the bay, was stretched a magnificent 
belt of the eocoa-palm, gracefully waving 
their tufts of huge leaves at the top of their 
slender stems, and displaying magnificent 
treasures of fruit, in all stages of growth 
from the blossom to the ripe nut. This bay 
forms a harbor capacious enough to float 
the fleet of the world, and with sufficient 
depth of water to admit the largest ship 
on the ocean. Long experience has prov- 
ed it to be perfectly secure, and, in the 
opinion of many competent judges, it is 
the best harbor in these Islands. A mod- 
erate outlay in constructing a break-water 
a little beyond the end of the promontory, 
would render it one of the best harbors of 
the world. It remained undiscovered till 
long after Honolulu was built up, and now 
the business interests of the Islands are so 
concentrated in, and identified with that 
place, as to draw thither nearly all the 
trade. In my opinion, Hilo must eventu- 
ally be the business centre of the group. 
It is surrounded with a luxuriant country, 
on the largest and most fertile Island, and 
is naturally the agricultural depot of the 
whole. The moment the whaling fleet 
abandons these seas, or whenever these 
Islands are annexed to the United States, 
or are transtormed into an independent 
republic—whenever they are so sitaated, 
as to attract hither any active, enterpriz- 
ing class of Anglo-Saxon agriculturists, 
Hilo must become the great mart of the 
North Pacific. It is situated directly on 
the track of merchant ships between San 
Francisco and China, nearly all of them 
passing within sight, and can readily be 
made to furnish shipping with any amount 
of fresh supplies, at a moderate expense. 


On approaching the town, we found 
Hilo to be a moderate collection of houses, 
quietly nestling beneath one uniform, mag- 
nificent grove of fruit and shade trees. 
There was the cocoa nut, the native apple, 
the koa, or native mahogany, the haw, the 
kukua, the bread-fruit, the mango, the 
banana and the orange, besides many 
others of foreign origin. While under 
their shadows, the pine-apple and other 
fruits, and a multitude of flowers seemed 
to be quietly dozing away a cool and quiet 
life, amid physical delights, if such com- 
fort can be imagined, as belonging to a 
fruit or flower. Amid this widely extend- 
ed grove, the cool sea-breezes gently play- 
ed, and the birds flitted from limb to limb, 
making the grand old trees vocal with 
their melody, through the whole twelve 
months of the year. On emerging from 
the barren scenery and dusty streets of 
Honolulu into this delightful retreat, one 
feels like exclaiming, Paradise! Paradise! 
If there is a paradise on earth, it must be 
Hilo. 


There are quite a number of foreign resi- 
dents in the place, including an American 
Consul, a police and district judge, a state’s 
attorney, several merchants and missiona- 
ries, together with their families, the whole 
making quite a respectable foreign congre- 
gation on the Sabbath, for whom Rev. 
Mr. Coan usually conducts an English 
service. 

At the back of the town is located Mr. 
Lyman’s native boarding school. Some- 
time since the school buildings were des 
troyed by fire. A new one is now just 
completed. It is a large, fine looking 
wooden structure, three stories high be- 
sides the basement, and capable of aceom- 
modating sixty or seventy students with 
lodging rooms. The number of scholars in 
the institation is usually between fifty and 
sixty. ‘The young men work on the lands 
belonging to the school, and in that way 
defray aff their expenses for food, so that 
the cost Of their support is reduced to a 
mere trifle. The course of study pursued 
is nearly as extensive as that in the best 


The school seems 
to be in s highly prosperous state, and is 
exerting a wide spread and desirable inſlu- 
ence on the youth of Hawaii.

The missionaries had just returned from 
the general meeting on Oahu, and the na- 
tives came thronging around their doors 
to greet their teachers, bringing in their 
hands an aloha, (love, and the customary 
native salutation) consisting of a few 
heads of kalo, or pine-apples, or a chicken 
or some eggs. To me these were touch- 
ing scenes. To my mind they proved, 
that however loudly the tnprincipled for- 
eignera, who settle among the natives, 
may have occasion to complain of their in- 
gratitude, they daly appreciate the bene- 
fits, they have received from the mission- 
ary, and are by no means destitute of a 
living sense of gratitude. , 

Mr. Coan’s Church is a large thatch 
building, capable of seating two thousand 
or more persons. The Sabbath I spent 
there was unpleasant, nor was the mission- 
aries’ return very widely known, so that 
not more than one-fourth of that number 
of the people were present. The usual 
congregation of this central district of the 
parish ordinarily averages from eight hun- 
dred to a thousand. At 9 o’clock came 
the Sabbath School, which Mr. C. con- 
ducts in person. Each class recited the 
lesson in concert, and were then questioned 
in relation to its meaning ; explanations 
were given, remarks were made, and the 
school was finally dismissed, after a ses- 
sion of an hour and a half. The regular 
preaching service immediately followed. 
At its close, the members of the church 
all gathered around to shake hands with 
the Aaoli, (foreigner) and to say aloha, 
One old grey-headed mother in Israel, in 
particular. who had lost her nose, and 
whose features had otherwise been 
deeply scarred in the service of sin, grasp- 
ed my hand in both of hers, and, shaking 
it heartily, exclaimed, ‘‘ maikai! maikai!” 
(good! good!) During the intermission, 
Mr. C. had a meeting with his Lunas. 
Then followed the afternoon service, the 
whole closing at 3 o’clock, P. M. These, 
besides a service in English at 5 o’clock, 
enter into the regular work of every Sab- 
bath, and are enough, I think, every one 
will admit, to render the life of the mis- 
sionary no sinecure. The congregation 
was well dressed and attentive, and, in ap- 
pearance and behavior, would not suffer 
by a comparison with most congregations 
in the rural districts of New England. 
A few, however, fell asleep, but were 
quickly punched up with a long cane in 
the hands of a Luna, called the “ slecpy 
luna,” his office being to see that people 
keep awake during the service. The 
thought occurred to me, that this might 
not be an altogether undesirable arrange- 
ment In some of our more civilized con- 
gregations! 

Mr. C.’s field extends fifty or sixty miles 
up and down through the districts of Hilo 
and Pana— includes fifteen or sixteen par- 
ishes, with as many separate churches, 
and numbers in all, several thousand church 
members. Each of these churches is under 
the care of a Luna, who watches over the 
flock and conducts worship on the Sab- 
bath. Mr. C. is the proper pastor of 
these churches, and three times a year, he 
performs tours through his field, to preach, 
administer the sacraments, admit members 
and enforce discipline. The more I see of 
the missionary work in these Islands, the 
more I feel that it is a blessed work, aud 
tha‘ the results already secured here more 
than repay a hundred fold all the labor 
and expense they have cost the charches.

Reports of Criminal Trials. 


Tacitus informs usthat the old Ger- 
mans thought that great crimes should be 
publicly punished, but that private vices 
ought to be coneealed. This was un- 
doubtly a wise regulation. Offences 
against the State or against the rights of 
citizens were openly punished in order to 
deter others from the commission of like 
offences, but persons of infamous charac- 
ter in private, who were debased by self- 
indulgence or secret debauchery, they 
sunk in a lonely marsh, placing over thém 
a hurdle of stones. Of this savage people 
the historian says: “ good manners avail- 
ed more with the Germans than good 
laws elsewhere.” It would be well for 
the moral health of the community, if we, 
their descendants not only imitated their 
good morals, but adopted their wise 
usages. Private vices with us are bla- 
zoned abroad, and no news is read so 
eagerly as that which recites verbatim, 
the examination of witnesses on criminal 
trials; and, the more gross and indecent 
the exposure of individual licentiousness, 


the disgusting record. A case of crim. 
con. in one of our large cities, or a brutal 
murder in a brothel, is a source of great 
income to the venders of city dailies, and 


buy and read. Inevery community there 
are minds ready on the first excitement of 
passion to blaze into crime. The perusal 
of deeds of blood or lust stimulates their 
dormant brutality to the commission of 
similar acts. Crimes, therefore, usually 
come in crowds. A moral epidemic com- 
mences in some European city, and spreads 
like the cholera ora plague, over the 
whole civilized world. The history of 
past ages abundantly proves this At 
one time it has been fashionable for dis- 
contented wives to poison their husbands; 
at another, for jealous husbands to mar- 
der their wives. In one age, the stiletto 
silently removes a personal enemy ; in 
another, he is challenged to mortal com- 
bat and falls upon the field of honor. 
Occasionally, suicide becomes a mania 
with disceased minds and melancholy or 
atheistic dreamers make their last journey 
in company. Sometimes offences against 
property are multiplied by the spread of 
a moral mania for bold crimes, and-rob- 
beries and burglaries are of daily oceur- 
rence. Again, the depraved and blood- 
thirsty members of society are, all at once, 
— — with a passion ſor revolting 

omicides and stabbing, shooting or gar- 
rotting becomes popular. The recent 
practice of garroting those who are sup- 
posed to have money upon their persons 
has become alarmingly frequent, so much 
so, as to wear the aspect of a moral epi- 
demie. It began in Europe and has trav- 
eled Westward, till allour large cities 
are fast becoming infected with it. In 
immediate connection with these appal- 
ing crimes, our city dailies come to us 
crowded with minute particulars of trials 
for murder and adultry in which the de- 
tails are too revolting for the vilest sheets; 
but there is enough to sicken the soul of 
the upright, and to stimulate the evil pas- 
sions of the corrupt, It would undoubt- 
edly be better for the whole 3 if 
such persdnal pollution were punished as 
privately as possible, and the details of 
vice confined to those officers of justice 
whose duty it isto hear such testimony. 
We do not like to have those sheets which 
our children read, and by which their 
characters are, to a considerable extent, 
monlded, defiled with such abominations.

A New Anecdote of Wesley. 


The following anecdote of the venera- 
ble father of Methodism might perhaps be 
interesting to many of your readers. It 
is related in the simple manner of the 
Cornishman, who forms a part of the sto- 
ry: “I remember Mr. Wesley well. I first 
heard him preach in Helstone, near the 
market-place, seventy-four years ago. I 
have all seen him at Redruth, and had an 
adventure with him while I was hostler at 
the London Inn, then kept by Henry 
Penberthy. Mr. Welsey came there one 
day in a carriage, driven by his own ser- 
vant, who, being unacqdainted with the 
road further westward than Redruth, he 
obtained my master’s leave for me to 
drive him to St. Ives. We set out, and 
on our arrival at Hayle, we found the 
sands between that place and St. Ives, 
over which we bad to pass, overflowed by 
the rising tide. On reaching the water's 
edge, I hesitated to proceed, and advised 
Mr. Wesley of the danger of crossing ; 
and a captain of a vessel, seeing us stop- 
ping, came up and endeavored to dissuade 
us from an undertaking so full of peril; 
but without effect. Mr. Wesley was re- 
solved to go on. He said he had to 
preach at St. Ives at a certain hour, and 
that he must fulfil his appointment, and 
looking out at the carriage window, he 
called loudly to take the sea. In a mo- 
ment I dashed into the waves, and was 
quickly involved in a world of waters.
